Poor Production Outlook for Coming Season 


Technical Trades Supplying Act Sponsors Report Business 
at Standstill—Cireuits Not Revealing Fall Needs— 
Popularity of Units Not an Encouraging Sign 


NEW YORK, July 8—The outlook for next season from the vaudeville pro- 


duction angle is most depressing 


Not 


only is the lack of usual production 


preparation being felt by art:stes, but most of the larger firms supplying act spon- 
sors with costumes and settings are also affected by the slump. While RKO, Fox 


and even Loew give every indication of 
season than is their usual wont, inde- 
pendent producers have evidently been 
icnored in their preparations for the 
1929-'30 inning. It is felt on all sides 
that the larger producers are marking 
time, not so much because they are 
skeptical of the extent of next season's 
market, but rather because so many 
policy changes are taking place among 
the various major circuit booking offices. 
Preducers are keeping after local cast- 
ine offices for people, but a very small 
percentage of the calls are said to be 
linked with definite acts in view. Thus 
far not one of the big circuits has come 
out point blank with suggestions of what 
next season's needs will be. The truth is 
that they do not know themselves as et 
®KO, it is learned on good authority, 
will encourage unit shows of the type 
composed of separate acts joined to- 
gether, after a fashion, by an afterpiece. 
This hardly works toward brightening 
the nopes of independent producers. The 
units favored by RKO for next season 
will call upon standard acts for individual 
spots, with their sponsors concerned only 
with an afterpiece that is thrown in as 
a premium with the supporting bill. In 
the oest of units, afterpieces have never 
been so elaborate as to be dealt with as 
distinct production items. Any one of 
the experienced producers is in a nosi- 
tion to let out his lines for acts to be 
conso!:dated into a unit. Such prepara- 
tion, however, involves more of an ar- 
tistes’ representative function than that 
of producing. The likelihood existing 
that many of the larger producers are 
doing just this thing accounts for the 
dearth of activity among the trades de- 
pencing mainly on vaudeville producers 
for business. It also indicates the reason 
for the slump in the specialty artiste 
field 
The costumers and scenic people are 
unable to account for the slump in their 
business. This, by itself, is looked upon 
eS a rather singular situation. These 
firms—-or their heads—are usually better 
versed in the background of trade ten- 
dencies than those directly in the pro- 
fession. Their concern always is with 
the pocketbook of the act sponsor, where- 
aS artistes and even bookers are more 
often than not unaware of producers’ af- 
fairs other than that part of them which 
concerns the production they are con- 
nected with or buying for dates. Cos- 
tumers look to August as a turning point. 
By that time, they say, producers will be 
better versed in what is wanted, and 
will, therefore, exercise less restraint in 
g0ing about the job of trying to deliver 
the goods 
Producers who never had an “in” with 
the larger circuits are likely to make a 
break this fall. Fox, with its forces 
strengthened by the Loew and indie-buy- 
ing activity, will be on the lookout for 
new meterial. RKO, in the last several 
weeks. has done everything possible to 
give the trade the clean-cut impression 
hat it wishes to encourage and eventually 
develop new talent and material. In the 
laterim between the finale of the old 
Season and che dawn of the new, the big 
time has occupied itself with breaking 
cura entirely the old lines of booking 
houcht. It will be interesting to observe 
Next season how RKO will go about 
carrying out its new policies. One thing 
S sure: producers will have to give the 
big time concrete service in order to re- 
‘ain their standing. RKO is making 
borate Plans for the future. All of 
owed (at least on paper) presage a good 
“ for acts.

POWER’S ELEPHANTS 
SHOWING IN SWEDEN 


BREMEN, Germany, July 6—Power's

The first step in the New internal cen- 
sorship was appointment last week 
of Arthur Blondell to ‘ake charge of the 
new censor bt Every act considered 
for being booked on the time will be 
ht by the Blondell office, and given 
y before receiving final approval 
appreciable dates. Should any fea- 
ture of an act’s lincs or business be found 

tionable these will be ordered out, 
record will be made of the ordered 
excisions. But the checkup feature of 
r system goes further than this 
Local house executives will be informed 
in the general routine of booking office 
business of material-censored acts, and 
they, too, will be required to watch close- 
ly for infractions. 

Even on acts whose material and busi- 
ness has been approved by Blondell and 
the respective bookers, house managers 
will be required to act as censors for 
their own domain. The house men will 
be reld strictly zsesponsible for the use 
after the first show of objectionable 
material. They will be required to notify 
acts at once of ma*:rial cr business that 
does not meet with their approval, the 
understanding being that these will be 
cut out at once. Should house managers 
meet with refusal on the part of acts to 
comply with their 2ensorship demands, it 
will be their duty (this feature will be 
stressed particularly in instructions ac- 
companying the inauguration of the new 
system) to notify their divisional man- 
ager at once. No matter where the 
Givisional head may be at the time, 
Plunkett has agreed that it will be his 
duty, in turn, to make his way to the 
theater immediately and take upon him- 
self the authority of canceling the ob- 
jec*ionable act’s furtner time. This pro- 
ced’ire, however, allows for a house man- 
ager to take the recalcitrant act off his 
own show 

The booking office will work in close 
co-operation with adverse developments 
in the censorship enforcement situation 
in RKO houses. Acts that enconter 
trouble of this character will find that it 
affects their future status with Godfrey 
and his act-buying staff. 

As has been intimated previously in 
Billboard stories, no hard and fast rules 
will be madc for the guidance of Blondell 
and local censors. Plain horse sense will 
be implied as the guide of all acting as 
internal judges of material and business. 
The average act will not be discriminated 
against in the process, Godfrey promises. 
The ban against vulzar and objectionable 
double-entendre talk and business will 
apply as well, if not stronger, because 
of their greater importance, to acts 
getting top salaries as to acts in the 
$200 to $30C category.

New RKO Plan Is To Effect 


Tieups for Stage Attractions 


as With Big Films—To Operate Under Luescher 
With Divisional Heads as Overseers 


NEW YORK, July 8—For the first time in the history of the organization 
built upon the foundation of the old Keith Circuit, acts will receive the benefit 


of individual exploitation 


This will be put into effect as soon as the ponderous 


machinery necessary for such a move can be assembled. The move comes as one 


of the concrete accomplishments of the 
After meeting among themselves under 
the guidance of Joseph Plunkett, RKO’'s 
general manacer of theaters, the 
divisional executives had the matter 
threshed out for them by group con- 
sultations with President Hiram S. 
Brown and George A. Godfrey, the book- 
ing chief. 

The new angle on exploitation takes 
in pictures as well as vaudeville, but the 
former consideration is not deemed 
revolutionary in character since on all 
circuits operating conibination houses. 
including RKO, pictures have for some 
time teen favored with special exploita- 
tion and attention aside from press pub- 
licity Under the new exploitation 
policy on the big tims, acts will be given 
the advantage of huge tieups regardless 
of their salary standing. It will be tne 
purpose not only to boost individual 
box-office returns, but to build up new 
attractions; also to make the public more 
vaudeville mfnded. ° 


The exploitation machine will be under 
the w'ng of Mark Luescher and his Spe- 
cial Promotion Bureau, but the actual 
details of the plan will be worked out 
by the divisional managers, either di- 
rectly or thru exploiteers to be appointed 
in the course of the next few weeks.

Bledsoe is the eminent negro baritone 
under contract to Ziegfeld and a late 
feature of Show Boat. He also recorded 
the prolog of the Universal film of that 
name Besides these most recent con- 
tributions toward attaining a “name” 
rating, Bledsoe has appeared with suc- 
cess on the concert stage. His is a rich, 
thoroly appealing delivery. He has the 
typical mellowness of a top-grade barl- 
tone and a complete stock of the tidbits 
in the lower registers to achieve the 
basis of that appeal upon which rests 
the wherefore of a basso. 

On entrance here they gave him a big 
ova*ion. Without the usual gesticulatory 
blah he did The Soxg of the Volga Boat- 
men It would have been difficult to 
choose a better item as a vaude. opener. 
Followed with Danny Boy, which brought 
out “learly his technical mastery of the 
liquid baritonic tones. His interpreta- 
tion in the original Yiddish and Hebrew 
of Eli Eli threw the house into a white 
heat of appreciation. With Molly Picon 
here on her second wéek, as his billmate, 
Bledsoe smashed right at the heart of the 
Picon-drawn audience with this choice. 
For an encore he gave Ol’ Man River, 
apperently minded to avoid his erstwhile 
production connection unless the issue 
was forced on him, as at this viewing. 
Stopped the show again, but begged off. 

Bledsoe is a corking act for the better 
houses. Might be put down as a class 
draw based on racial interest. His pipes 
are the darbs, but the boy has much to 
leafn in the other essentials, tho his 
powerful delivery might make all other 
trifling by comparison. But the 
rermaius that Bledsoe is unintel- 
ligible and, by this token, unimpressive 
in announcements, poorly stanced while 


warbling and not at all at ease in his

The Maryon Vadie Dancers comprise a 


company of eight girls and an unbillea 
male pianist, with a dark-eyed ana 
raven-haired standard bearer who carries 
the burden of melody warbling. Six 
pretty girls form the basis for ensemble 
dance routines that are not extraor- 
dinary, and a pretty ingenue acts as foil 
for the male-impersonating girl that 
heads the outfit. The pianist plays the 
accompaniment during several of the 
dance numbers Carries an extensive 
wardrobe, with three scenery and light- 
ing changes. 

A woodland cut-out exterior serves as 
the setting for a bashful Dutch girl and 
barefoot boy number with a chorus 
background of girls dressed as ducklings. 
Follows a dance by the six girls in “one”. 
A duet, with the leading girl togged in 
male attire singing to the little ingenue 


as a toe dancer, brought a fair hand

the product at higher figures than ever 
before 

One company has an original invest- 
ment of $6,000,000 in talkies that has to 
be written off exclusive of the increased 


cost in production during the coming 
year. 

The high rental. situation, with 
squawks on all sides from the inde- 


pendent operators, looms as a serious one 
with all the big producer-distributors in 


talkies to the tune of many millions over 
and above what former years occasioned. 


In some cases the sales forces have 
been armed with these and other strong 
talking points in overcoming objections 
of exhibitors and lesser chains to pre- 
vailing high prices for product 


In the meantime, producer executives 
are figuring ways and means of stabiliz- 
ing the talkie situation, so that an 
economical basis can be arrived at com- 


parable to the standard of production 
and prices maintained in the silent era 
None want to jack up rentals so high 
that they cannot sell pictures or take 


the chance of being undersold by com- 
petition 


Picture stocks are expected to show 
interesting fluctuations durilug the next 
year, one way or another, depending on 
returns on the huge investments involved 
in an over-night transformation of the 
industry with accompanying upsets.

NEW YORK, July 6.—In an interview 
yesterday with a reporter from The 
Billboard Carl Laemmle, president of 
Universal, made it plain that with Carl, 
Jr., his son, at the helm at the studio 
he had no fear but that Universal’s 
product would be up to snuff this sea- 
son. Laemmle leuves for a three months’ 
vacation to Europe next Wednesday. 

The Universal president has elevated 
his son-in-law, Stanley Bergerman, to 
the important post of assistant to the 
president. Bergerman, with the former 
Rosabelle Laemmle, his wife, and David 
Bader, ghost writer for Uncle Carl, will 
accompany the boss on his European 
jaunt. 

Laemmle confirmed the plan an- 
nounced by his executives regarding the 
leasing of space for a large sound and 
talking studio in New York. “We are 
constantly on the lookout for new screen 
possibilities,” said Laemmle, “and tests 
taken in other studios have proved not 
only unsatisfactory but very expensive. 
With our present plans we intend to 
produce at least three Broadway musical 
comedy successes, and due to stage con- 
tracts it is impossible for us to bring the 
actors we need to the West Coast. Thus 
we find it necessary to immediately 
equip a studio in New York.” 

Laemmle also admitted the final pur- 
chase of the best seller All’s Quiet on the 
Western Front, which is an expose and 
historical document embracing Ger- 
many’s activities in the Great War.

Will H. Hays, president of the Motion

to work out a system of film rentals 
based on a straight percentage of thea- 
ter receipts, @redicated upon normal 
business and normal profits of the thea- 
. ter. 

Myers, who claimed the independent 
theater owners were being forced out of 
business by high film rentals and un- 
fair trade practices, said his organization 
would support the Brookhart bill, dis- 
. continue arbitration with the producers 

and would co-operate only in measures 
‘ that would result in benefit to the ex- 
hibitors. 


The action of the dissenters was de- 
scribed as “treachery” in a statemen 
issued by Myers. “These men have 
taken a position, not merely in favor of 
the producers, but in opposition to the 
interests of the exhibitors,” said the 
Statement. Myers also made public 
a telegram from Senator King of Utah 
stating that in his opinion the anti- 
trust law, if vigorously enforced, woula 
afford substantial protection to the in- 
depencent producers, but “if they are 
inadequate Congress should promptly 
€nact measures that will preserve the 
principle of competition in the moving 
picture industry.” 


A telegram from Senator Brookhart, 
also made public by Myers, expressed 
his “intention to crowd my bill to reg- 
ulate the picture industry so that the 
independents may have a square deal at 
tae next regular session.”

least one of these so-called leaders was 
under a mandate of his association to 
attend the Allied States Association 
meeting.

Call House Gag 
To Hold Actors 


HOLLYWOOD, June 29.—A new wrin- 
kle bobs up today in the Equity-Pro- 
ducer war with the system employed in 
obtaining work for character and bit 
players, by the lately established “Ca}) 
House”, said to be operating under pro- 
ducer supervision, 

The plan said to be followed by the 
“Call House” ts, first, the recistration of 
the actor, who by virtue of his type of 
work is paid on a daily basis. Then 
when employed, the performer may or 
may not be retained by the studio after 
a part of his work is completed, and tho 
released from actual appearance on the 
he 1s still “on call” but “off pay- 
roll”. 

If the performer is off payroll but on 
call it is reported that other studios 
will not give him work until he is finally 
released by his original employer. 

An actor stated when questioned that 
in his own case he was out of work for 
weeks due to this system. He said he 
asked permission from his studio to ob- 
tain additional engagements while await- 
ing final call on the picture which was 
partly finished. His request was granted, 
but when he applied at a different 
studio the casting director there told him 
he could not work while still on call 
The performer says he went immediately 
to the “Call House’, where he was given 
the same story. The net result of his 
eight days’ work at the first studio was 
$150, with nine weeks’ layoff between 
his starting and finishing date, due to 
the system employed. Then the actor 
made a complete report to Coast of- 
ficials of Equity.

De Forest Suit 
To Involve W.E.? 


NEW YORK, July 6.—The De Forest 
Phonofilm people, General Talking Pic- 
tures, are making a theater the butt of 
a patent suit in an effort to force action 
on the long-pending litigation against 
Fox-Case Corporation for alleged in- 
fringement of De Forest patents. 

A suit in equity has been brought in 
the U. S. District Court in Wilmington, 
Del., against the Stanley Company of 
America as owners and operators of the 
Aldine Theater here, specifically alleg- 
ing infringement of nine different 
patents, seven of which are held by Dr 
Lee De Forest and two by Elias E. Reis 

The move in suing the Stanley Com- 
pany is construed here in electric and 
patent circles as a strategem in not only 
getting the Fox-Case interests but the 
Western Electric group as well into the 


patent tangle. 
Fox-Case controls Movietone, which 
the De Forest group alleges is an in- 


fringement of their patents, and W. E 
is the licensee of the Movietone system 
Altho nothing is learned of what hana 
Western Electric will play in_ the 
Wilmington suit, it is believed it will 
lend its legal talent in fighting De 
Forest and General Talking Pictures. The 
Aldine Theater, butt of the suit, is 
equipped with the W. E. apparatus to 
play both Vitaphone and Movietone 

In the Wilmington suit a perpetual 
injunction is asked, ordering and 
restraining the defendants from using 
the films and other apparatus so pro- 
tected by letters patent to the exclusive 
use of the complainants and their 
licensees. 

The complainants also ask that al! 
such films and apparatus now used In 
defiance of these letters patent be de- 
livered to the complainants or destroyed 
and that an accounting of all gains ana 
profits by the defendants since the a! 
leged infringement began be rendered 
Western Electric itself is not 

ven as a defendant, it is easily seen 
where it will probably be involved in 
the litigation, indirectly at least. 

W. E. has filed several suits for patent 
infringement againts independents, bu! 
this is the first where the company 15 
faced with being involved on the de- 
fensive.

Two Views 


on Talkies 


London theatrical people have been 
seriously disturbed by the success of talk- 
ies. They find themselves unable to 
adopt the attitude of determined opti- 
mism with which the profession here re- 
gards the intruder. Not only New York 
managers and actors, too well inured to 
the hardships of tife in the theater to 
expect a smooth path, but the less bland 
performers still laboring in smaller cities, 
publicly extend their ¢rms in welcome to 
an innovation which is visibly capturing 
thousands. One might reasonably sup- 
pose that a ccnsiderable proportion of 
the talkie audience is drawn from the 
thinning ranks of theater lovers. Even 
the rosiest American view of the situa- 
tion is somewhat colored, as the English 
view is completely darkened, by the ad- 
mission of this sad state of affairs. But 
our people see the calamity as a blessing 
in disguise. The traitors to the stage 
will not be satisfied with synthetic con- 
versation, They will come thankfully 
back to the flesh-and-blood drama, 
bringing with them «he crowds that have 
had their first sniff of acting combined 


with talking. The latter are lcarning 
about the theater from the talkies, and 
once teught to like a superior product, 


they are expected to detnand it in future. 

A'most the only “ay of light perceived 
by English theatrical people oa this som- 
ber horizon has nothing to do with the 
theater proper. It !s rather directed to- 
wara the possibility of making England 
the chief center of talking-picture pro- 
duction. English movies have not been 
remarkably successful in competition 
with the films made on the Continent 
and in America, but producers have high 
hopes fcr the British-made talkie. The 
Eng.-ish voice ond acctent have a particu- 
lar charm tor American ears. If New 
York takes the English cast on Broad- 
way to its heart, it seems likely that 


Maine erd Texas and Oregon will also 
give it a cordial welcome when it comes 
along on sound films. 


Such prospects are heartening to the 
actcrs of London for patriotic rather 
than personal reasons. The theater will 
not be advanced either artistically or 
jinancially because English talkies are 
heard around the world. To point out 
its perilous position and to sound the 
public temper on the subject, a group of 
well-known men and women of the thea- 
ter proposes that =he newly elected Par- 
liament make “a reasonable grant for a 
Nationa! Theater.” and pointing out that 
the State accepts a moderate financial 
t.sporsibility for the arts of music, 
pairting and sculoture, and that the 
best traditions of the English stage may 
be in the near future unless aid is 
soon given.

Americans feeling themselves in the 
presence of a similar emergency would 


turn to private capital for help, or they 
might organize themselves for a public 
drive to get money for fine productions. 
With some reason, the English believe 
that the establishment of a playhouse 
which will conserve the highest standards 
of “human drama” cannot be brought 
about exccpt by an endowment from the 
State. They have seen the partial failure 
of so many brave attempts by individuals 
nd groups that they are discouraged. 
The Sadler's Wells Fund has reached 
about half the amount needed. An ap- 
peal for money for the Shakespeare 
Memoria! National Theater met with lit 
tle success. If a distinct policy is laid 
down in advance for the projected Ni- 
tional Theater, Parliament will have 
stronger public approval for an endow- 
ment than if, as was the case with the 
private enterprises, plans and director 
are unknown.—New York Times.

Bradley Pans 
Poor Rep. Casts 


Veteran Actor Believes Poor 
Business Due to Inferior 
Players 


George W. Bradley, veteran repertoire 
actor, believes that much of the poor 
business in the tent show industry today 
can be attributed to the poor acting 
casts used by many of the shows, which 
is due largely to the fact that the cast 
has been hired more for its horn-blowing 
cr stake-driving ability, rather than for 
its ability to deliver lines. 


“The show of today doesn't want 
actors unless they can blow a horn or 
put up a tent,” writes Bradley. “Most of 
the managers complain of bad business, 
except when they send in a writeup to 
the theatrical trade papers, then it is 
ulways good or fair. Now, if more shows 
would use people that can act, instead 
of insisting upon ability to blow a horn 
or drive a stake, I believe they would 
enjoy a better business. 


“I have been on the West Coast for 
four years, and I have never in all that 
time witnessed such bad shows or in- 
ferior actors as I did on a recent three 
months’ trip from Kansas City to Chi- 
cago and on down into Kentucky. Many 
of the shows seem to have no respect 
for themselves or the poor patrons who 
have been deceived into believing that 
they were going to see, as advertised, a 
‘show with real actors’. Instead they see 
a bunch of canvas hands and orchestra 
boys. 

“Many of the so-called actors in read- 
ing their lines look at the floor as tho 
they were ashamed to look their audience 
in the face. However, I can’t blame them 
for that, because ‘their acting, in most 
cases, is really something to be ashamed 
of.

Traveling Theater

The traveling theater, “the theater on 
wheels”, under the direction of the Pub- 
lic Recreation Commission of Cincinnati, 
began its rounds on the play streets of 
Cincinnati Monday night. Boone street, 
between Wilkinson and Burbank, had 
been selected as the street to be used for 
the opening night. 

This traveling theater has been op- 
erating in Cincinnati for six years, and 
was started by the Community Service of 
Cincinnati. and since the organizing of 
the Recreation Commission two years 
ago, has been operated by the commis- 
sion. 

The theater will make nightly rounds 
on the playstreets, visiting one each 
evening. The object of the Recreation 
Commission in conducting the traveling 
theater is to provide entertainment for 
children in the most congested districts 
of the city.

The traveling theater, “the theater on 
wheels”, under the direction of the Pub- 
lic Recreation Commission of Cincinnati, 
began its rounds on the play streets of 
Cincinnati Monday night.

Coaching Choristers for Circuit 


NEW YORK, July 6.—I. H. Herk in an effort to better burlesque on the circuit 
has given carte blanche to Lester Montgomery, a musical number and dancing 
ensemble director of Broadway musical revues, to establish a school on the fourth 
floor of the M. B. A. Building for circuit show choristers. 

A visit to the school on Tuesday was a revelation of what a competent 


director can do with an ensemble of 
inexperienced girls 

Seeing that the girls for the most part 
were far younger than the usual run of 
choristers heretofore scen in burlesque, 
we inquired from whence they came, and 
found Director Montgomery noncom- 
mittal as to their origin, but modestly 
effusive relative to sheir personalities and 
natural talent, that he is now at work 
developing. 

At the time of our visit there were 
nearly 100 girls present, many of them 
enrolled students in classes of 16, being 
carefully coached in ensemble numbers 
for the coming season. 


We watched them limbering up with 
front and back bends, drills, marches and 
dancing ensembles, likewise harmony 
singing, under the able direction of Mont- 
gomery, with J. Walter Riley at the 
piano. 

Montgomery in his direction has con- 
cillatory yet determined delivery in his 
commands that are exceptionally effective, 
especially with the inexperienced, visibly 
nervcus girls. 

In one ensemble we noted two girls 
who couldn't keep in line, but were per- 
mitted to go on without interruption 
until the class was dismissed, when 
Montecmery called each one aside, speak- 
ing to them in an unaudible tone that 
no one other than the girls could catch, 
then more audibly telling them to report 
at 11 am. the next morning. 


Sensing something out of the ordinary 
in Montgomery's methods, we waited un- 
til we could get his ear alone, and ques- 
tioned him more fully on his methods. 


Montgomery, in rep'y to our inquiries, 
said in effect: “When Mr. Herk engaged 
me, he informed me that he wanted 
something new in girls and ensemble 
numbers, and I am trying to give it to 
him by taking inexperienced girls, who 
have no personal ideas of how ensemble 
numbers should be presented in bur- 
lesque; therefore, I have to handle them 
— different from typical chorus 
girls. 

“IT address these new girls as students 
and make them feel that they are real 
studer.ts 

“As a teacher of students I have 
schooled myself to be patient and per- 
severing with the girls until they grasp 
what is required of them individually and 
collectively. : 

“You can baw! out experienced girls and 
get away with it sometimes successfully, 
but in most instances ineffectively, for 
while they are taking your bawling 
out apparently good-naturedly, they are 
panning you personally, thereby setting 
up a discordant faction that interferes 
with discipline, which eventually de- 
moralizes the other giris in their work. 


“I find it far easier to let the girls go 
thru with minor errors until the class is 
dismissed, then take the erring girls to 
one side and point out to them the 
necessity of unity, and if I find them 
amenable to reason, I give them another 
chance. On the other hand I tell them 
not to show up again, and let it go at 
thet. 

“New applicants are coming in daily, 
and I am preparing to conduct night 
Classes for those employed otherwise dur- 
ing the day. 

“By the middle of August I will have a 
suMcient number of girls fully schooled 
lur every company on the Mutual Circuit. 


“Iam keeping close tab on the person- 
ality and deportment of every girl in the 


school, and making special note of those 
that have sufficient stage presence and 
talent to lead a number and do a singing 
or dancing specialty, and making daily 
reports in writing to Mr. Herk on their 
qualification for a prospective principal 
role, and it’s really surprising to note the 
individual talent for singing and dancing 
found among these inexperienced girls.” 

In a later interview with Herk, he was 
emphatic in his deciaration that he was 
thru with temperamental and unreliable 
fems, be they principals or choristers; 
that in financing the maintenance of the 
school he had in mind the elimination 
of undesirables and the protection of 
owners, managers and reliable principals 
and choruses in companies by an ever- 
waiting list of desirable girls, who will 
be given ample opportunity to graduate 
from the ranks of choristers into that of 
principals, thereby sounding the death 
knell of feminine undesirables on the 
Mutual Circuit. 

Montgomery as a director and Riley as 
a pianist are also engaged in the 
writing of special lyrics and music for 
severa] circuit shows.

Company Managers’ Comments 
Regarding Circuit Conditions 


NEW YORK, July 6.—If there are any doubts in the minds of our readers or 
anyone else allied with burlesque as to who is the “boss of burlesque”, they can 
easily ascertain for themselves by interviewing managers of Mutual Circuit com- 


panies. 


Never in our experience as an interviewer seeking information have we 


found the fear among men that we found in seeking comments from company 


managers on conditions as they found 
them on the Mutual Circuit. 

Be that as it may, we finally succeeded 
in getting a few comments from several 
of the opinionated. 

The $40 - and - $50 -a - week managers 
could not or would not express an opin- 
ion worth printers’ ink, whereas the ex- 
ceptionally few $75 and $100 managers, for 
the most part already on the undesirable 
list, expressed themselves emphatically. 

Strange to say, it was the latter, with- 
out fear or favor to the “Boss of Bur- 
lesque”, who struck us as being his 
most loyal supporters, for all thru their 
explanation they dwelt upon his genius 
for promoting finances, securing houses 
and planning the production and presen- 
tation of circuit shows. 

Their grievances for the most part are 


based upon the “boss’” alleged method 
of paying off past obligations to a few 
favorites, who have formed a factional 
minority hostile to the majority. 

Be that it may, their opinions are well 
worth recording. 

Speaking of the authority invested in 
them as managers, they, for the most 
part, consider it a joke, basing their 
opinions on their experiences in taking 
orders from the “boss” verbally, and in 
letter form, that are later countermanded 
confidentially by the franchise-operating 
owner of the show, and more openly by 
the owners, lessees and managers of 
houses. 

Irrespective of orders issued by the 
“boss”, house managers are emphatic in

There is no need of beating about the 
bush, Show Girl, Ziegfeld’s musical 
version of J. P. McEvoy's best-sclling 
saga of a show girl, is the weakest at- 
traction that impresario has brought to 
Broadway in recent years.

Guire’s adaptation is weak, disjointed 
and empty; George Gershwin’s score is 
limpid and uninspired. Indeed, it is 
only the master touch of Ziegfeld in 
mounting the show that rates it a place 
above the average. 

As far as the book is concerned, it 
ranks as McGuire’s weakest effort to 
date. Those who have read McEv»y’s 
Original will hardly recognize it and thos 
who haven't will get little or nothing 
out of it Certainly McGuire has not 
succeeded in separating the wheat from 
the chaff. There was some real humor 
in the novelized version, but in the show 


the laughs are few and far between.

In fact, what laughs there are come 
from the individual efforts of Jimmie 
Durante, who owes no thanks to 


McGuire. 

The structure is episodic with much 
extraneous matter being dragged in. It 
does not lend itself to the continuity 
and, in the end, Show Girl is a mixture 
of musical comedy and revue without 
being one or the other. The humor is 
so slow and the draimatic action so weak 
that each episode is unduly long and 
laborious. There is not a speaking scene 
in the production that could not stand 
cutting and intensive rewriting. 

Clayton, Jackson and Durante, mak- 
ing their bow in the musical comedy 
field after extraordinary success among 
the night clubs and vaudeville, carry the 
bulk of the comedy, most of it falling 
to the last named of the trio. There 1s 
no more reckless and tireless comedian 
than Durante, but, somehow or other, 
his humor is more at home in vaudeville 
than in a production of this kind. It 
has little or no connection with the 
story and is composed of the sam«¢ 
familifr stuff that he has been doing on 
the variety stage. 

Show Girl develops a 
among the feminine contingent of musi- 
cal comedy stars. This show is built 
around and on Ruby Keeler, who is once 
referred to in the program as Ruby 
Keeler Jolson. She is a charming, in- 
gratiating and personable performer, altho 
it is a question as to whether she is yet 
strong enough to carry a show of this 
magnitude. Her possibilities are un- 
deniable. She handles lines most effec- 
tively and her ability as a tap dancer 
is too well known to need comment.

Altho she handles her songs cutely it is 
this department that needs the most 
attention. Undoubtedly she has been 


handicapped by the weakness of thx 
Gershwin score. 

Barbara Newberry is hardly given 
enough todo. She has little opportunity 
to show her dancing talent, being 
signed but two unimportant numbers. 
Harriet Hoctor, as the }-\remiere ballerina, 
contributes one of the outstanding high- 
lights of the production with her in- 
terpretation of Gershwin’s symphony, 
An American in Paris. Frank McHugh 
gives one of the best performances of the 


ase- 


evening as the go-getting, amorous 
newspaper columnist, his free and easy 
manner blending effectively with the 


character. Eddie Foy, Jr., as the greeting 
card salesman, the best iezitimate com- 
edy opportunity in the book, fails to 
make the most of his chances and is too 
reserved and straight to get the most out 
of-the humor. Joseph Macauley is well 
cast and Austin Fairman, Sadie Duff and 
Nick Lucas do well, the latter offering 
his crooning specialty so well known to 
phonograph and radio fans. 

Despite the wealth of dancing talent 
at hand, Show Girl is not an unusual 
dancing show. Bobby Connolly has done 
a better than average job in staging the 
ensembles and the Rasch steppers are 


among the best units seen here re- 
cently. Eddie Jackson, however, is given 
but one small chance to do his stuff 


Miss Hoctor appears but once, and Miss 
Keeler, Miss Newberry and Foy are never 
allowed to get going. 


It is hard to see how the show can 
produce a song hit. So Are You is easily 
the most infectious number, but it is 
not of hit proportions. Liza is fair and 
Do What You Do, which gets the heaviest 
plug, rates about third on the list. The 
entire score, with the exception of An 
American in Paris, which already is 
familiar to concert devotees, is distinctly 
under par for Gershwin. 


When it comes to 
aesthetic value of Show 
of attitude is required. Pictorially this 
is Ziegfeld at his best. Never has he 
been so artistic in his blendings of cos- 
tumes and settings. The lighting effects

are quict, but outstanding, and the 
colorings gorgeous, but subduéd. The

It is doubtful, however, if the 
pictorial excellence of the production 
will be enough to cover its weaknesses 


Show Girl should continue along in the 
money for a good while, but when the 
new season's arrivals start coming in 


it will feel the pinch. It is not a smash 
by a long shot 
McGuire's direction Of the book is

When Bed-Fellows went to pieces on 
its initial try-out tour Bernard Levy was 


undaunted. He recast it, rehearsed it, 
tried it out again, ‘and this time he 


achieved a Broadway opening. It is 
terrifying to think that it must have 
been worse on that first tryout than 
it is now. 

As it stands Bed-Fellows is a sorry 
mess Of outworn§ situations, moldy 
humor and coy acting, billed as a farce- 
comedy and omitting the best features 
of each. The plot is the one about those 
two young married couples who decided 
to exchange mates. In the first act the 
exchange is made, and then at the final 
curtain, long after you've left the thea- 
ter, the two girls go back to their 
original spouses, having decided that the 
exchange was a poor idea. And it was, 
too The intervening time is packed 
with what is intended to be hilarious 
and swift-moving comedy. As in every 
second-rate farce, there is the noisy 
servant girl; the character who pretends 
he is gravely ill, and the comic doctor 


who attends him; the domineering 
mother-in-law; the sophisticated kid 
sister, and the handsome young lawver 


suffering from what Robert Benchley 
calls fallen archness. You are supposed 
to laugh heartily when Felix Cornwall 
takes too many cocktails and slurs his 
words, and when he tries to answer the 
telephone while holding a bundle of 
clothes that keeps coming undone; also 
when the maid slaps a mustard plaster 
on his stomach. Besides these there is 
the old sleeping-powder gag, and a sup- 
posedly riotous moment when Mrs. Corn- 
wall dons her husband's pajamas. 


There are many, many incidents of 
that caliber in Bed-Fellows, and the 
author has made an attempt to be 
daring to boot. She has included even 
the bedroom scene and the gentleman 
who hides in the closet. Nothing is 
omitted except entertainment. 


The cast does very little to help mat- 
ters. Hal K. Dawson and John Vosberg 
are the husbands in the play and do 
some pretty inexpert acting, aided and 
abetted by Anne Bronaugh and Lee 
Smith as their wives. As in all plays 
of this type the players squeeze every 
gesture and line to the breaking point 
in order to get the point over to the 
supposedly unintelligent spectator. In- 
stead of enacting the play the actors 
gather in groups and perform a gag, 
pause, then carry out another gag, and 
in order to amplify the humor of the 
situation everyone reads his lines as 
fast as possible and runs from one side 
of the stage to the other. 


Robert Lowing and Eddie Kasper are, 
respectively, the lawyer and the doctor, 
and the former is restrained to the point 
of extinction while the latter overplays 
his part. Jane Marbury plays the stand- 
ard mother-in-law in the standard way, 
and Helen O’Donnell plays the role of the 
comic maid. Betty Lee Carter is the only 
one in the cast who seems to have given 
any thought to her role, and she is fairly 
successful in rising above the banality 
of her lines. William Gunthy is ade- 
quate in his bit. 


Bed-Fellows isn’t likely to be with us 
very long. MORTON P. GUDEBROD.

After much ballyhooing Earl Carroll 
invades Broadway with what he says is 
the first of a serfes of new annual re- 
vues. There is nothing’ extraordinary 
about The Sketch Book It is a fair 
to middlin’ summer show that fails to 
approach some of Carroll's earlier ef- 
forts. The high spots are due to the 
pictorial aspects of the production, as 
is usually the case in efforts from the 
hands of this producer, and, like most 
Carroll shows, it is weak in comedy and 
music. There is the usual array of un- 
draped females, if anything, more than 
the usual percentage in this one. That, 
however, just about lets The Sketch Book 
out. As the basis for a new standard 
revue series it lacks punch. 

Most of the exploiting for the pro- 
duction has been built around the fact 
that Eddie Cantor is credited with the 
sketches. That fact will not serve to 
help either Cantor or Carroll. They are 
as weak and lowly a group of contri- 
butions as Broadway has witnessed in 
some time. Practically all-of them are 
built on the same situation, some are 
unduly vulgar and they are just about 
a hundred per cent lacking in original- 
ity. The Sketch Book has more than 
its share of smoking-room humor. 

The music and lyrics, which appear 
to have been contributed by about 
everyone left on Broadway, are equally 
as banal. There is not a hit tune in 
the show altho there is a concerted at- 
tempt to plug several. 

As might be expected, this show owes 
its attributes to the artistic hand of 
Tmpresario Carroll. He has jammed 
it with tasty but simple settings and 
costumes. It is lavishly trimmed with 
bright hues and beautiful girls. They 
parade and dance thru most of the 
evening, the quantity of their clothing 
varying as the evening progresses. On 
that secre The Sketch Book undoubted- 
ly will get over. 

The best bits are: When the Fleet Is 
In, a face-slapping piece of burlesque 
indulged in by William Demarest and 
The Three Sailors; A Radium Paradise, 
a gorgeous and novel first act finale 
during which the orchestra is elevated 
from the pit, moved backwards on the 
stage and lifted almost to the flies; On 
the Surf Boards, a picturesque ensemble 
number in which the girls, using surf 
boards, place them over the orchestra 
pit and use them as a runway; A Morn- 
ing at Crane's, a bathroom sketch with 
a real bath and a real girl in it 

On the debit side of the ledger can 
be put: Quickies and Not So Quickies, 
two series of short blackouts, all based 
on vulgar and familiar stories; For 
Napoleon and France, another cheap and 
shoddy piece of humor; A Noble Experi- 
ment, absolutely banal except for a tag- 
line, and In Arizona—ditto. 

Will Mahoney heads the cast and to 
say that he works like a Trojan is to put 
things mildly. There is no denying the 
caliber of Mahoney's showmanship and 
he utilizes every ounce of it. His two 
specialties, familiar to vaudeville pa- 
trons, are priceless. It is doubtful if 
he has an equal as a tap dancer and his 
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dancing has never been seen to better 
advantage than in this show. His bur- 
jesque of the mammy singers is a gem 
and the most original and pointed bit 
of comedy in the production. 

William Demarest, also from vaude- 
ville, is am excellent comedian of the 
straight type, and he is a bulwark of 
strength in this one. It would help 
matters considerably if Demarest were 
civen more and better material. The 
Three Sailors, from vaudeville, stop the 
chow with their first act specialty, but 
the same cannot be said for that in the 
second episode. 

Patsy Kelly, an individual comedienne, 
could stand plenty more material. Here 
ie a youngster that is among the best 
possibilities on Broadway—she far and 
away tops the female contingent in The 
Sketch Book, She is personable, attrac- 
tive, has a unique style of delivery and 
can handle a song far better than the 
average. 

Don Howard tops the male singers and 
reveals excellent possibilities as a ju- 
venile. Lack of stage presence is his 
weakness. George Givot might be ef- 
fective if he would be himself and for- 
zet trying to be Eddie Cantor. Dorothy 
Carroll makes a flashy appearance and 
does nicely leading the first act finale. 
The Phelps Twins get over with their 
crooning, altho the song numbers as- 
signed them are not strong. Dorothy 
Britten is most attractive and effective- 
ly handtes most of the announcements. 


The Sketch Book is strong on dancing, 
both engemble and indivédual. Le Roy 
Prinz has done an excellent job with the 
former. Following Mahoney for the in- 
dividual honors are: Omar, an ace ac- 
robatic stepper; Grace Du Faye, just 
about the niftiest control dancer this 
town has seen; Eileen Healy, a fine and 
graceful ballet artiste, and Estelle Fratus, 
a good tap performer. 

Edward MacGregor has done well in 
staging the sketches. What this show 
needs is comedy that at least has some 
semblance cf originality. There is noth- 
ing smart about The Sketch Book—it 
is only typical. WILFRED J. RILEY

Theatre Francais in Talkies 


N THAT temple of perfect speech, the 

Comedie Francaise in Paris, there is 

talk of having the company produce 
talkies. The director of the French na- 
tional theater seriously commends the 
plan and stands ready to urge the Min- 
ister of Finance to adopt it. But 
voices are raised against it. “A perilous 
venture,” says one. “Absurd,” another 
says. “Mortal poison to the purity of 
French dramatic art,” a third declares 

Why such cocksureness of calamity? 
The proposal seems in many ways ex- 
cellent. Screen plays with spoken dia- 
log having gained instant and immense 
popularity in the United States, un- 
doubtedly they will capture a large pub- 
lic also in France and thruout Europe 
There will be—if there are not already— 
talkies ih every tongue, from Armenian 
to Zanzibarese. Why should not some of 
the plays done in French be spoken by 
actors whose speech, under government 
guaranty, is the certified cream of good 
French? One may berate as one will 
some of the acting now to be seen at the 
Comedie Francaise, calling it sometimes 
too stilted, sometimes gushing, but no 
one can challenge the diction which is 
heard there. It is still consummate, the 
arbiter admitting no appeal. 

If this company of players should un- 
dertake the production of talkies—pre- 
sumably for audiences outside of Paris— 
certainly it would begin the work with 
large advantages in its favor. The speech 


strong 


would at least be of fine quality at its 
source before entering the recording 


machines. It may well be true, of course, 
that the voices of some members of the 
troupe would be found poorly adapted to 
mechanica] transmission. But we are not 
here concerned either with that difficulty 
or indeed with any of the present tech- 
nical limitations of the talkie-making 
instruments themselves. The emphasis 
is placed solely upon the excellence of 
the human medium which the Theater 
Francais offers for the proposed venture. 
Abatement of the difficulties is a proper 
task for the director. He indeed may 
well come to recognize that if he can 
so cast the roles among voices especially 
well suited for reproduction, and can so 
train the actors chosen as to produce a 
talkie of really notable merit, he will 
have accomplished a great work of art— 
greater perhaps than successful pres- 
entation of direct stage drama itself. 

If so much will have been gained and 
little, if anything, lost. The good speech 
of the French national theater, instead 
of being audible only in Paris during 
the company’s regular season, will be 
heard thru all the French provinces, and 
will be offered, no doubt, in some few 
theaters of the United States. That ts 
a welcome possibility. In fact, it seems 
that we would be fortunate if America 
had some national company, speaking in 
admittedly perfect English, which could 
make American talkies of equally assured 
source to serve aS a model for large 
audiences in this time of increasingly 
careless and confused popular speech.— 
Boston Transcript.

THE INCOMPARABLE CIRCUS

The recent visits to Baltimore of two 
of the foremost white-top organizations 
seems to have been the incentive for a 
glamorous outburst of destructive criti- 
cism by a columnist on the leading local 
newspaper. This literary Solomon char- 
acterized the above-mentioned branch of 
the show world as an antiqu ted, half- 


civilized, incongruous crazy quilt. and 
to use his exact words, “I can neither 
make head nor tail of it.” Further- 
more, he avers that it is utterly beyond 
his comprehension how this ancient 
monster continues to exist in competi- 
tion with night clubs, radio, talkie 


movies and other innovations of modern 
times 

With all due respect to this oracle. in 
my humble estimation his mental ap- 
paratus is an unbalanced wheel that 
wabbles when it revolves. That hetero- 
geneous aggregation of weather-beaten 
tents, vivid red wagons and exotic per- 
sonalities, famous the world over as the 
great American circus, in my judgment 
is not in the slichtest danger of becom- 
ing extinct, journalistic iconoclasts to 
the contrary notwithstanding. I cannot, 
by the wildest stretch of the imagina- 
tion, visualize its even. being on the 
verge of innocuous destruction Any 
tangible thing that can transform a 
dreary, barren back lot within a few 
hours into a veritable wonderland is 
truly a mighty magician that possesses 


the combined genius of the human, 
inhuman and superhuman 
This inscrutable metamorphosis com 


pels the admiration of the populace, and 
simultaneously that glorified gypsy 
camp, as it were, creates an atmosphere 
so fascinating that it appeals to the 
psychology of more classes than any 


other form of public entertainment. 
Granting that it may be crude in spots 
and semibarbaric in its Oriental splendor 
nevertheless in its unique entirety it is 
the most stupendous, picturesque and 
romantic amusement enterprise that 
traverses the face of the earth today.

The Northwest Fair at Minot, under 
the direction of H. L. Finke, secretary 
was the second of the “Big Four", and a 
record attendance the first day indicated 
that the exposition would be a success.

At Stanley, N. D., the Mountrail Coung 
ty Fair was staged July 3, 4, and 5, under 
the direction of Hans Clauson, secretary. 
There was a good program of harness 
races and the entertainment was better 
than usual 

Music for the fair was furnished by 
the Power Band, and one of the feature 
amusement attractions was the Gould 
Family, consisting of 11 people. The 
Lisle Chapell and Company act presented 
aerial and platform novelty numbers and 
the Creat Midwest Shows occupied the 
midway. 

The Pierce County Fair was staged on 
the same three days at Rugby,.but was 
not interfered with in the least. July 
2 was entry day and this made che three 
show days real winners, doing away with 
the loss of time in arranging entries after 
the exposition proper had been started. 


The free attractions consisted of The 
St. Julians, trapeze and Roman ring 
comedy artistes; Sandy Cranston, Scotch 
entertainer; Tucker's ostriches; Henry 
Gordien and Company, magicians, and 
a number of local acts. The Macy- 
Barnhart Shows were on the midway 
and music during the fair was furnished 
by the Rubgy and Wolford bands. O. A. 
Svillum is secretary and was in charge 
of the exposition. 

At Jamestown the Stutsman County 
Fair was on during July 2, 3, and 4, while 
in Rolla there was the Rolette County 
Exposition July 4, 5, and 6. Andrew 
Haag is secretary of the former and 
Bert Bateson is secretary of the latter. 

Next week there will be four fairs in 
the State in operation at the one time, 
with the State Pair for Fargo heading the 
list and operating the entire week. This 
is the third of the “Big Four”. Sam F. 
Crabbe {s secretary. * At Cando, July 9, 
10, 11, and 12, D. F. McLeod, secretary, 
will be in charge of the Towner County 
Foir. At Fessenden there will be the 
Wells County Fair under the direction 
of A. F. Belcher, and at FPlaxton the 
Burke County Fair will be held from the 
9th to the 12th inclusive. H. C. Wood 
is secretary of the latter. 


Oklahoma’s State Fair in 1940 


Any program agreed upon for building 
up the Oklahoma State Fair to a point 
where it will rank with the largest and 
best in the country should include the 
fair’s potential needs in 1940 as well as 
the present. 

Take the Texas State Fair at Dallas as 
an example. It is one of the biggest 
expositions anywhere. Yet, when it was 
patterned 20 years ago its fathers did not 
foresee the growth of Dallas, nor the tre- 
mendous advance and improvement in 
the various lines of agriculture and in- 
dustry. Today the Dallas fairgrounds 
are too small for actual needs. 

The situation is the same in Okla- 
homa. The agricultural building at Pair 
Park in Oklahoma City is just large 
enough to accommodate general exhibits 
from 30 counties. There are 47 other 
counties in the State. Within 10 years 
the club boys and girls,as mature farmers, 
will be such an improvement over ‘their 
ancestors, that there will be demands 
for space from nearly every county. The 
State fairgrounds ought to be equipped 
with exhibit space and exhibit buildings 
sufficiently large to care for some ‘kind 
of exhibit from every county that wants 
to show the world what it has. The 
Dallas Fair can take care of exhibits from 
only 35 of its 250 agricultural counties; 
100 other counties are clamoring for 
space. 

Another unit in the fairgrounds neg- 
lected here and in Dallas is the carnival 
show grounds. The carnival shows and 
their attendant come-on and skill con- 
cessions pour money into the fair’s treas- 
ury on big days. The more room given 
to the string of shows, the more people 
can get in to hear the ballyhoo artist's 
invitation. The Oklahoma City Fair has 
a narrow neck where the shows are put 
on, and the Dallas Fair has no more. If 
there are 50,000 persons on the grounds 
at one time, only a few thousand can 
crowd into the neck of a showgrounds 
here; whereas, if the carnival grounds 
were large enough to permit thousands 
more to get near the tents it would bring 
more revenue to the fair. 

The modern way of getting the money 
in any line of business is to make things 
attractive to the buyers. 

The Oklahoma Fair should be rebuilt 
with the idea that everybody in the State 
wants to attend or send an exhibit, 
knowing there will be room for every- 
one and his products. Consider it safe 
that Oklahoma will make as much prog- 
ress in the next 20 years as it has in the 
past 20, develop the fair in that order, 
and the job will be finished. The Daily 
Oklahoman. 


Big Contract 
For J. R. Heppe 


CONEY ISLAND, N. Y., July 6—John 
R. Heppe, one of the oldest concession- 
aires in Luna Park, has completed ar- 
rangements with the Trenton Inter- 
State Fair officials to take over every- 
thing this year except the grand stand 
and admissions, included being midway 
attractions, concessions, games, shows, 
rides and the concession space in build- 
ings. He will have the exclusive on all 
concessions except ice cream. Heppe has 
ambitious plans for making the inde- 
pendent midway one of the many in- 
teresting features of the 1929 fair. The 
fair will also be held at night, returning 
to the policy that was in effect five years 
ago. Day admission has been reduced 
to 50 cents, with free auto parking 
space. The night admission is 25 
cents. Shows and rides will secure il- 
lumination and power free. 

In order to expedite the handling of 
large crowds, the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
whose four-track main line passes the 
fairgrounds, where thousands of people 
are unloaded, the railroad has erected a 
new passenger-loading platform, which 
will accommodate a 12-car train. New 
sidings have als> been constructed in the 
fairgrounds, where more than 100 cars 
can be accommodated. Heppe will bring 
from Coney Island numerous concession- 
aires, rides and shows, and has already 
chartered three cars, which will be loaded 
on the spur tracks of the South Brooklyn 
Railwey, adjoining Luna Park. The move- 
ment to Trenton from here is an over- 
night run. 

Heppe informed The Billboard that he 
has let the corn game and wheel privilege 
to Dave Epstein, also with 350 feet of 
concession space on the midway opposite 
the shows to various concessionaires. He 
has leased 150 feet of space by 120 on 
the midway to the John Rgbinson Circus 
for its menagerie, in addition to 250 feet 
by 90 frontage for the Freak Show, which 
will have 20 pits. 

The Robinson Tircus will provide the 
grand-stand attractions. Diamond Lou 
Walker will put in a Monkey Speedway 
and World in Wax Show. Seskin Bros., of 
Coney Island, have taken 300 square feet 
for Kiddie Park, in addition to their 
Portable Red Bug cars, which will be 
operated in a space 90 feet in diameter. 
Saleem Abbott, of Luna Park, will have 
two 50-foot fronts for his Hawaiian Show 
and Night in Spain offering. Wagner 
Bros. will occupy 110 feet of space for 
their Pit Show. Miniature Railway and 
Chairoplane have been booked, and nego- 
tiations are pending for an Eli Ferris 
Wheel, 60 fe2t high. 

This is the first time Heppe has op- 
erated so extensively at the Trenton Fair. 
The last two years the Rubin & Cherry 
Shows provided the midway attractions, 
and before that the Bernardi Shows had 
the midway for a corresponding length 
of time.

33 Acres of Amusements 
Spell Success for Idora 


When the entire administration of a 
city puts its influence behind the man- 
agement of an amusement park there 
certainly is merit in the management 
and quality in the park. 

Just such a_ condition exists at 
Youngstown, O., where Rex Billings op- 
erates Idora Park and where Idora Park 
is popular with the 180,000 inhabitants 
of the city and with a large portion of 
more than 300,000 residents sof the 
county and surrounding territory even 
into Pennsylvania. 

When Billings took over Idora slightly 
more than five seasons ago, he had 
little idea that he and his park would 
become so popular that a street would 
be named after him, but just the other 
day that is exactly what happened and 
it was thru official action of the city 
authorities. 

A pleasant well-improved ‘short street 
which leads from a main thorofare to 
the entrance of Idora is now known as 


Billings Gate. Newspapers in Youngs- 
town made much of it and if it isn't 
both honor and good publicity this 
writer has sure made a poor guess 


Idora Park is a real pleasure and 
amusement resort. It has more enter- 
tainment within its 33 acres than many 
parks twice its size. On the day this 
article was written there were more than 
10,000 youngsters within its confines 
along with several thousand grownups 
who came to see the youngsters enjoy 
themselves and incidentally to add to 
their own happiness 

There are some park managers who op- 
pose the idea of the three-cent day for 
kids on the ground that it cheapens the 
park and its amusements 

To the visitor who has had more or 
less experience in the park business it 
was quite evident that so far as Idora 
is concerned there is no such cheapen- 
ing.

Croton Point Park 
May Be Developed 


BRONXVILLE, N. Y., July 6.—It is 
reported that the Westchester County 
Park Commission is gone apes laying 
out another amusement park at Croton 
Point, on the Hudson, which is owned 
by the county. While the commission 
has not yet made plans for a develop- 
ment there, simillar to the one at Play-

The 350-acre Croton Point peninsula 
projecting into the Hudson River is a 
great natural park area with facilities 
for the development of a recreational 
place on a large scale. Prior to its ac- 
quisition by the commission in 1923, 
Croton Point, had been operated under 
private ownership as a crudely developed 
amusement park, its principal features 
being the beach, a bathhouse, Carousel 
and dance hall. There was also a num- 
ber of bungalows on leased sites in the 
park area. The commission improved 
both the physical and social conditions 
by clearing away the dilapidated dance 
hall and a row of shacks which occupied 
e considerable section of beach front 


The standard of general supervision, 
policing and sanitary conditions was mae 
terially raised and under greatly ime 
proved conditions the park was operated 
by the commission in 1924, 1925, 1926 
and 1927 and attracted thousands of 
visitors. There is a popular demand for 
an amusement park of the type of Play- 
land at Rye Beach. A development of 
this sort, the commission points out, 
would utilize a relatively small propor- 
tion of the property without encroach- 
ing on the large remaining natural park 
“reas of field ang woodland.

palace. Brown, an Englishman, 


drew the plans for and constructed the famous West Pier at Brighton, England, and 


the North Pier at Blackpool 
were planned and built by Brown, who 
also built two magnificent piers in Egypt 
and Japan. He also spent several years 
in South America, having charge of large 
building operations. 

Few people realize the magnitude of 
the Miami Beach project. The pier will 
be 1,200 feet long, approximately four or 
five city blocks. There will be a mag- 
nificent ballroom for 1,500 couples. A 
theater, serting 1,236 persons, wherein 
first-run pictures will be shown, and built 
to accommodate the high-class New York 
productions that will be brought here 
several times each season by Carter. 

There will also be 33 high-class con- 
cessions, managed by nationally known 
exhibitors. A sea-food restaurant, with 
dining room accommodating 1,000 per- 
sons, will be a feature of the pier, and 
fresh fish, direct fiom the fish haul at 
the end of the pier, will be sent to the 
restaurant daily. 

The pier will extend 1,600 feet from 
shore line into the deep wated of the 
ocean G. R. K. Carter, head of the 
project, will build a huge ramp and ap- 
proach to the entrance, and the city of 
Miami Beach will widen the street and 
make a White Way from Ocean drive to 
the Pier, a boardwalk running along the 
shore on each side 

At the end of the concrete pier will be 
the fishing pier, 600 feet long. A large 
fish haul will be insta!led, the nets baited 
each night and the haul being made each 
day for the benefit of the crowds. 

Six speed boats will be in attendance 
for those who wish to go to the Gulf 
stream, which is less than one mile from 
the end of the pier, where for a nominal 
sum a person can catch plenty of fish 
in a short time. 

In fact, with the completion of the 
Pier, it will be a city unto itself, and 
every form of amusement will be offered 
for the entertainment of those seeking 
clean fun and sport. 


New Pay Plan

the elimination of the use of tickets at 
most of the concessions. 

Change booths have been established

Only by the help 
of the police, who, when they find that 
fake shows are being presented which 
do not live up to what they represent 
their shows to be, and are thereby in- 
ducing people to part with money on 
false pretenses, should put these fakes 
out of business —Coney Island Times.

Resort 


DETROIT, July 6.—Eastwood Park has 
had good business despite poor weather, 
according to Henry Wagner, owner. The 
receipts to date have been far ahead of 
the same period for last year, and all 
prospects point to a good season thruout.

Four 
iarge concession stores will be demol- 
ished to allow construction on the west 
front of the midway, adjoining the 
dance hall. 

An Old Mill is to be added to the park 
also The management is spending 
$10,000 for new lavatories. 

A new perfume and doll booth adjoin- 
ing the dance hall was opened June 29 
by Mrs. Geraldine K. Cooper. 

June 28 and 29 were open days for 
mothers and youngsters thru a coupon 
tieup with a newspaper. About 35,000 
crowded the park all day and all rides 
and shows were operated free.

Doc Cody, chief clown, made a 
special show to entertain the children 
end was assisted by his associates, in- 
cluding Whitey, Socks Allen, Slim, Dad 
and Shorty. 

The new kiddie swimming pool was 
opened for the first time-on children’s 
day. This feature will be followed per- 
manently as a free attraction by Wagner. 

Bobby Jones and His Jesters returned 
to Eastwood for the open days to en- 
tertain the youngsters and made a big 
hit. All concession prices were dropped 
to 5 cents, and refreshment prices were 
cut to half.

been for this very three-cent day some 
of the amusements would have suffered 
from the trouble known as “no-take-in”. 


Rex Billings is a good park man. If 
he were not he certainly would not be 
high in the councils of the National 
Association of Amusement Parks, and it 
is well known that he 8 second vice 
president of the organization and the 
man on whom a great portion of the 
work of arranging a program for the 
1929 meeting devolves. 

And Billings by no means believes it 
cheapens his park or he would not fol- 
low the practice. On the other hand 
he knows that it has done much to make 
his park popular and that it will likely 
continue to do so. As a matter of fact 
he is the originator of the three-cent 
day and he knows his oats when it comes 
to originating 

Youngstown's mayor is J. L. Heffer- 
nan, a thorogoing up and going of- 
ficial. He does everything in his power 
to keep Idora popular in Youngstown 
and when he and his associates and 
business men of the city get behind a 
movement to secure a convention of a 
big or a smal] organization for Youngs- 
town they put in a good word—well, 
perhaps a hundred or so—for Idora Park. 
In consequence there are frequently visi- 
tors from afar at Idora and that is one 
reason at least that Idora is known be- 
yond the confines of the State of Ohio. 


The mayor will inform anyone that 
Idora or any park to secure city indorse- 
ment must be clean, not only physically, 
but in its deportment, and in its means 
of entertaining and treating its patrons. 
Idora answers up favorably. What more 
can be said? 

Mayor Heffernan and his secretary, 
Jack McEvoy, are frequent visitors to 
Idora because they like park entertain- 
ment and youngsters. Billings likes the 
little ones also, and they certainly know 
who he is when they are his guests on 
the ground.

Opening date this season was on May 
18 and Manager Billings is authority for 
the statement that business for the pert!- 
od up to June 18 was 40 per cent ahead 
of the same period last year. This, in- 
cidentally, seems to be the case with 
most parks this year, which bears out 
prediction that barring adverse weather 
conditions the park business for 1929 
would be the best in many seasons, and 
also that parks would from 1929 on 
show increased popularity in all parts 
of the country.

There is an area of 14,000 square 
feet and as fine a floor as one can find 
any place. It also has a capacity of 5,700 
for the day. 

W. Bruce Kerr is the manager and he 
has personality plus, which means a 
whole lot for any dance piace. Then 
again real music reigns. For instance. 
right at this time the musicians em- 
ployed are those well-known tooters who 
are under the direction of the popular 


Ace Brogade. Personality on the part 
of every man of "he 14 materially assists 
in making this dance floor a crowded 
proposition of great frequency. Dancing 
is daily, except Sundays. 

Rex Billings and Idora, by the way. 
with the co-operation of James G. Dim 
mick, retired steel man, are responsible 
for the building up in popularity of th. 
famous Sunnybrook orchestra. 

The swimming pool is another popular 
attraction. Constructed at a cost of 
$115,000, it is 260 feet long and nearly 100 
at its widest point. It is modern in al) 
respects, has sufficient bathhouses ana 
lockers and a laundry fully equipped 
It is well located, being sufficiently far 
away that rides and concessions lose 
nothing thru its patronage. 

Idora is one of the few parks which 
has a theater, and strangely enough 
one which houses a stock company, all of 
whose members have a grip on the lovers 
of the drama. They are known as the 
Tarona Players, the company being com 
posed of 10 players, all talented and 
able. Performances are given daily, ex- 
cept Sunday. 

The park is equipped with loud speak- 
er system and all music and messages, 
when necessary, are easily relayed to all 
parts of the park. This includes the 
dance music. The park also has its own 
radio broadcasting system and the 
broadcast is made daily for about three 
hours. One of the favorites by the 
way is Eddie Gilronnan, assistant man- 
ager, a vocalist, whose pleasant voice js 
heard frequently in popular numbers. 

There is no vaudeville and no band 
concerts, altho now and then free acts 
are used. A great number of outings 
have already been booked, with many 
more prospects. Picnic and outing par- 
ties come from as far as Pittsburgh 

Billings is a believer !n publicity of 
the right sort. No faked or fixed news- 
paper publicity goes. There is always 
sufficient matter of news interest and 
the papers use it. They with other 
Youngstown business concerns boost the 
park at all times. 

Billings is also a believer in advertis- 
ing of a legitimate nature. He uses 16 
newspapers and he attracts heavily from 
every community in which he advertises 
Many a park manager could learn some- 
thing by a study of the classy ads used 
by Billings. 


He has metal road signs which indi- 
cate the location of the park and he also 
uses large pictorial stands, the work of 
painter-artists, each of thesé signs tell- 
ing its own story of the park. They 
are used at long distances from the park, 
but they pay. 

Frank Nelson is manager of conces- 
sions and always has them running 
smoothly so that there are few if any 
kicks on the part of concession operators 
or patrons. There is nothing in the park 
of a gyp nature, Idora being. another 
park where there is value given in 
pleasure, amusement and entertainment 
for the money invested by the patrons. 


A nice clean cafeteria is in operation— 
not a large one as cafeterias go perhaps, 
but it is fully equipped, the food being 
well served and palatable and of great 
variety, and the concession is one which 
prospers. 

Parking space is provided for around 
3,200 automobiles, which provides a large 
percentage of visitors. Street cars are 
operated right to the gates and the serv- 
ice is good, with large double center doors 
for easy exit or entrance. 

Billings is part owner of Playland Park 
at South Bend, Ind., and reports from 
that section are that prosperity is sm!! 
ing broadly on the resort. There could 
be many pages written about this park 
operator, but the sum and substance of 
all would be that he is proving his 
ability in his chosen line. 

As for Idora—certainly it is a great 
park, and the prediction is ventured 
right here that some’ day it is going to 
be far greater and that time is not #0 
very far distant either. Keep your eye 
on Youngstown for the next year or so

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their demands for the type of presenta- 
tions plersing to their patrons; there- 
fore, the demands of puritanicals in one 
town are offset by the demands of degen- 
erates in other towns, thereby causing a 
constant conflict between the company 
manager and members of the company, 
that is usually settled by the members 
of the company themselves, thereby set- 
ting managerial discipline at naught. 


Another cause of contention of au- 
thority as alleged is the practice of show 
owners, executives of the M. B. A., and 
their censoring doctors, fraternizing with 
members of the company on and off 
stage, thereby again setting managerial 
discipline at naught. 

In other instances the owner having 
selected his comic or soubret to be fea- 
tured, for reasons best known to him- 
self, and having his selection okayed by 
the “boss” prior to engaging a company 
manager, the comic or soubret thus fea- 
tured, as alleged, resents any and all 
orders from company managers, thereby 
setting a precedent that is usually fol- 
lowed by other principals and oft- 
times by choristers. 

Verily, to hear several of our informants 
tell it, the position of company manager 
of a Mutual Circuit show is not one to 
be envied by anyone qualified to fill a 
similar position with other theatrical 
productions and presentations carrying a 
competent stage director. 

According to our informants, there are 
but few company managers on the cir- 
cuit granted the authority to hire or fire 
principals, and the same is ofttimes ap- 
plicable to choristers, especially if they 
are the wives or sweethears of principals 
or stage hands. 

Granted that our informants’ opinions 
are based upon facts, a company man- 
ager is as near a nonessential as it is 
possible to be and yet retain a salaried 
position. 

Another grievance of several managers 
agunst owners is the latters’ “give-me” 
habit whenever they visit the company, 
and at other times by phone and wire. 


One company manager c'aims that he 
was fired in the middle of the season, be- 
cause he refused to give the owner money 
that he had already placed in salary 
envelopes for the company, after playing 
to a losing week in a sharing-term town. 


On inquiring of company managers as 
to the treatment accorded them by house 
managers, and if they feel duty bound to 
the housé management to be in attend- 
ance at all performances, their responses 
were many and varied according to their 
actual experiences. 

For the most part they recognize the 
fact that as salaried managers they are 
part and parcel of the presentations, and 
are duty bound to be in attendance, un- 
less the house management, featured 
comic or soubret ordains otherwise, and 
then they slibi themselves with “the 
house Management pays for the show, 
therefore let him manage it,” or, again, 
“the featured comic or soubret has a 
working agreement with the owner, so 
why should I butt 'n and get fired?” 

Speaking of non-performing back-stage 
vis. tors to en experienced company man- 
ager, he condemned the presence of local 
politicians as well as other visitors to 
members of company, but alibied it with 


“try and stop and see where you get off.” 

On inquiring the attitude of censoring 
doctors tc these conditions, one company 
maneger claimed that they personally 
were ofttimes responsible for these con- 
ditions by fraterrizing with the house 
manager's friends on and off stage. 

Speaking of Herk’'s tours of inspection 
and its effect on house managers, com- 
pany Managers and performers, one 
manager said in effect: “Everyone is fully 
prepared for Herk’s visit, for the reason 
that ofttimes he personally calls for 
reservation in advance of his visit. If 
not, the trade papers make Known in 
advance the direction in which he will 
travel. and house managers and company 
managers phone each other in advance 
of his visit. Consequently orders are 
issued to the house staff front and back, 
likewise to the company, to clean up for 
Herk, thereby making his tour of inspec- 
tion a liability instead of an asset, for 
the reason that he finds conditions in 
houses and shows altogether different 
from thcse usually found by company 
managers, thereby discrediting the com- 
pany manager willing to wise him up to 
existing conditions in houses and shows. 

Speaking to a company manager of a 
house manager’s recent reference to light 
housekeeping company managers, he said 
in effect: “Why not? There’s got to be 
some inducement besides the $40 to $50 
a week some of these babies get for being 
the goat. You can’t expect them to live 
in the best hotels, and it’s cheaper to 
take a housekeeping room, and that goes 
especially for New York and its surround- 
ing subway-bus towns.”—NELSE.

Man- 
ager Heth is authority for the statement 
and he has used this system weekly with 
one exception the entire season. The 
result has been the show is in prosperous 
condition despite the unusually wet 
spring with many days lost. 

The system is simple, tho effective. A 
coupon is attached to each gate acdmis- 
sion ticket entitling the holder to use 
same on any riding device on the mid- 
way to the extent of 10 cents or face 
value. The management of the show 
controls practically all riding devices and 
redeems coupons on those not owned by 
the office. These coupons, however, do 
not by any means represent the gross 
business of the rides. 

Saturday night at Middletown, O., be- 
tween 6,500 and 7,000 paid admissions 
were sold at the gate, which means 
without taking into consideration cash 
received in ride ticket boxes for repeaters 
which were plentiful, a fair day under 
threatening weather conditions. This 
one thing has made the show a good 
winner on the season, whereas Heth is 
very doubtful he would be even had 
not this pay-gate system been installed 

His theory briefly is: Regardless of 
bad weather, scarcity of money, even 
poor attendance, his riding devices cet 
at least 10 cents from every person com- 
ing on the grounds, which reaches 4 
surprising total by the end of each week 
To have all these coupons used keeps 
the rides going well filled, creating « 
carnival spirit that acts as a_ great 
stimulant for all the other attractions 
including concessions.

According to 
private information, this is just the first 
of a series of raids contemplated by the 
State against unfair gambling games. 
More than a year ago showmen were 
warned in these columns about impend- 
ing Federal action against carnivals that 
refuse to see the writing on the wall. 
That action is now starting to take 
place. 


SOUTHERN MICHIGAN is making it 
hot for grift shows and any others that 
give the authorities any excuse whatever 
for jumping on them. Boxing and 
wrestling shows cannot be operated 
without license, wheels and other games 
where prizes are supposed to be given 
out are being watched and investigation 
made whenever it appears that mer- 
chandise is not being passed out as it 
should be, and careful scrutiny is being 
made of midways generally. This is the 
direct result of the territory being badly 
burned up—with more than the usual 
amount of publicity being given to the 
incident by Southern Michigan news- 
papers. 


ROY E. LUDINGTON, manager of the 
John T. Wortham Shows, believes in 
looking at the brighter side when he 
hears of towns closing to carnivals. 
“Towns do close, and towns do open,” 
he philosophizes. “Look at Duluth, 
Sioux Falls, Billings and a host of other 
places. The general agent who reopens 
them gets a feather in his cap and his 
show hits a red one and the world moves 
on.”

non-Equity contracts, and in comment- 
ing upon this Gillmore said that there 
were only three Equity members on that 
list. He appealed to Equity members 
to stick together and in a short time 
they would be rewarded in having pro- 
duction tied up to a point where the 
producers would be ready to talk busi- 
ness. 

The following members were an- 
nounced as temporarily suspended: 
Hedda Hopper, C. Kyrle Bellew, Wheeler 
Oakman, Andre Beranger, Jules Cowles, 
Helene Millarde, Mary Forbes, William 
Orlamond, Holmes Herbert and Gloria 
Grey. Miss Grey’s case will be reviewed 
because of the fact that she said that 
she signed a contract under a misun- 
derstanding. She wanted to express her 
views at the open meeting, but this was 
not permited 

James R. Kirkwood was introduced, 
and in speaking of some of the weak- 
kneed members who are said to have 
signed contracts as protests against 
Equity’s method of action, he called 
them unfit to make first-class scabs. 
He said that Equity recognizes and re- 
spects the producers and that before 
the fight is over the producers must 
recognize and respect Equity. 

Charles Miller, in charge of the Holly- 
wood office of Equity, said that 28 com- 
mittees and subcommittees are func- 
tioning and getting results in bringing 
in new members, relieving those in dis- 
tress, gathering information, etc. 

Equity on Radio 

To carry on the campaign and to ac- 
quaint the general public with what 
Equity is trying to do, a series of broad- 
casts will be made each evening from 7 
to 7:15 pm., via KMTR. This will be 
known as the Voice of Equity. 

Chester Conklin, head of the Ways and 
Means Committee, said that his com- 
mittee was functioning and that from 
its activities he could say that some of 
the biggest people in the field were be- 
hind their fellow players. From July 1 
to July 5 the sum of $4,892 has been 
contributed to the relief fund. 

It was stated upon good author- 
ity that Monte Blue, who made a state- 
ment in the newspapers against Equity, 
refuted this statement to Equity officers 
and is said to have given a check for 
$100 as a contribution to the relief 
fund. 

It is known that Noah Beery, since 
his attendance at the Beverly-Wilshire 
Hotel meeting, at which time he signed 
his name to the petition—which has not 
as yet been presented to Equity—has 
attended a recent Equity meeting and 
also visited Equity headquarters pre- 
sumably to make his peace with the 
organization. It is said that Beery pre- 
dicts an early settlement. 

Ben Lyon said he was glad he had 
equared himself with Equity in con- 
nection with the contract held by Mrs 
H. B. Harris some time ago, and that 
he was glad to be back in the fold. He 
stressed the point of what Equity had 
done for the producer in the theater as 
shown by his Own experience and point- 
ed out that Equity in pictures would 
bring about the same reforms and pro- 
tect the film producers from fits of 
temperament, spells of various natures 
which hold up production. Equity in 
increasing the speed of production would 
be doing more than the so-called ef- 
ficiency men sent out by the Wall street 
interests had accomplished, Lyon said. 


Ann Harding Offers Salary 


Ann Harding, who is under contract 
to Pathe, said she was willing to pay 


her salary which she now receives as a 
contract player to those who are turn- 
ing down jobs. She received an ovation 
at this remark and a greater one when 
she said that when Equity tells her to 
walk out she will do so and no one will 
beat her to the door in getting out. 


Richard Tucker said that he felt 
honored at being the first actor to be 
signed up under the new Equity con- 
tract and that since that time he has 
received two offers from independents 


who, he said, are willing to sign all- 
Equity casts. 
The next speaker was A. W. Hoch, 


past president of the Los Angeles Cen- 
tral Labor Council, who said that the 
eyes of labor were on the members of 
Equity in the fight and that the entire 
American Federation of Labor would 
learn of those names of suspended mem- 
bers and intimated that pictures in 
which they appeared might not be re- 
ceived by the laboring man. 


Edmund Breese stated that Equity's 
aims were to keep members working, but 
that it wanted them working under the 
best possible conditions. 


George Fawcett took the platform and 
reviewed the status of the producers and 
their start in the picture industry and 
how the actors made it possible for 
them to be where they are today. He 
said in closing that should the producers 
disrupt Equity in this fight it might be 
the death-warrant of the organization. 


Clarke Silvernail said he hoped the 
actors could win their fight alone with- 
out calling for help from the A. F. of L. 
as a whole, or even without the aid of 
the stagehands, operators and other the- 
ater crafts. He inferred that several 
members of the organization had made 
statements which had been interpreted 
by the press in an entirely different 
manner than was good for Equity’s cause. 
which brought a rise from Francis X. 
Bushman, who said he feared no man or 
body of men and that he was not going 
to be a catspaw for the producers nor 
was he going to be a beggar for Equity, 
but that he wanted “Unity with 
Honor”, and that he would be no part, 
personally or otherwise, of a movement 
which did not get victory with honor. 
At this point the meeting adjourned. 


Equity Tightens Grip 


Equity tightened its grip on the situ- 
ation at the meeting held Monday night, 
July 1, when an order was read, to the 
effect that no member of Equity may 
set foot on any stage, set or location in 
any capacity of any kind until the pres- 
ent crisis is over. This was particularly 
meant for all those members who re 
ceived or expect to receive offers of ex- 
tra or atmosphere work. 


Gillmore read wires from prominent 


players in which various expressions 
were noted. John Gilbert said that he 
regretted he was unable to attend 


Robert Armstrong sent his best wishes, 
as did John Boles, both of whom ex- 
pressed regret that work prevented them 
from attending the meeting. Conrad 
Nagel wired that he could not be at the 
gathering. Raymond Hackett stated 
that his recent illness prevented him 
from joining his fellow players at the 
meeting. Conway Tearle missed the 
meeting, the only one so far, and said 
that he would be at the next gathering. 
He also stated that he would give any 
aid possible. 

There was a wholesale refuting of 
statements which have appeared in the 
newspapers, and also that the signatures

standing. Along these lines Jane Keck- 
ley wrote to Gillmore saying that she 
did not understand the true meaning 
and purpose of the petition and that 
she was withdrawing her name from that 
petition. Francis X. Bushman also 
wrote a letter which Mr. Gilmore read 
from the stage with Bushman present. 
The purport of Mr. Bushman’s action in 
signing the petition was that he 
thought, as the meeting was composed 
of Equity members, by signing the peti- 
tion he would aid in some action which 
would bring about a settlement of the 
difficulty. He said that regardless of 
circumstances, he was with Equity. 
Jetta Goudal wired that she regretted 
she could not attend. 


Production Slowed Up 


Gillmore then reviewed the present 
condition of productions in various 
stages of completion. He said that ap- 
proximately 34 companies were now 
working, compared to 82 under normal 
conditions, and that this did not in- 
clude Tiffany-Stah] and other indepen- 
dent concerns under either conditions 
Gillmore stated that a certain well- 
known director made the remark that 
he hoped the thing would be settled 
shortly and that while he had 60 people 
tied up he had to have actors to start 
the picture. Gillmore also mentioned 
that since June 5 475 new members had 
joined Equity thru the Los Angeles 
branch office. 

He said that $560 had been issued to 
needy members last week and that $150 
was @isbursed the week previous. He 
announced*that Ivan Simpson had ten- 
dered his check for $500 as a contribu- 
tion to the relief fund. Nance O'Neil 
also gave a like amount, tendered dur- 
ing her speech, which was one of the 
highlights of the evening. 

Gillmore made it clear to all that, 
with all the statements being made that 
the West Coast actor did not have a 
voice in the balloting on the present 
action, the only ones who did vote were 
those on record in the Los Angeles 
branch office of Equity and that the 
New York actor did not sign the ballots. 

Gillmore then announced that two 
more members, John Miljan and Eugene 
Borden, of Equity, were placed on the 
temporarily suspended list. 

Robert T. Haines, in a lengthy speech, 
said that the present action of Equity 
was not a declaration of war, but of in- 
dependence. He said that a showdown 
was coming and that regardless of what 
the producers said and thought, Equity 
was a constructive force in the amuse- 
ment field 


George Jessel for Equity 

George Jessel was on hand to right 
himself for the statement that appeared 
in several of the loca] newspapers which, 
by misquotation, credited him with rap- 
ping Equity. He made it clear that he 
was with Equity. 

Louise Closser Hale said that she, like 
many others from the stage, had been 
brought out here by the producer and

Tully Marshall was scored repeatedly 
for his action against Equity. Clara 
Kimball Young said: “It took Marshall 
40 years to get a two-year film contract, 
and at what cost!”
